Department of Minis Shows Decline 


in Deatli Fall. 


A statement issued by the State 


Department of Mines shows that fatal 
accidents in and about the bituminous 
coal mines for the three months end- 
ing March 31, 1914, numbered 10s 
as against 126 for the same period in 
1913. 
The inside accidents numbered 


88 as against 112 and the accidents; 
on thL. surface 10 as against 14. 


Of the 
93 killed during 1314, 56 


were killed by falls, 24 by mine cars, 
5 by suffocation from gas, 1 by explo- 
sives, 2 by premature blasts, 2 by fall- 
ing into shafts and slopes,' and 8 by 
miscellaneous causes. 


In 1913, 75 were killed by falls, 24 


by cars, 3 by explosives, 1 by blast 
and 9 by miscellaneous causes. 


During 1314 the inside fatal acci-

The vic- 
tims were blown to bits. 


Tha "Italian turned around in time to

Both he 
and the'mule he was driving escaped 


' injury, although for ti minute or more 
* the air was filled with falling debria. 


After the force of
